President's Report. 

The President read his annual report, which was received and 
referred to a committee. 

The following is the report as read : 

BELOVED FATHERS AND BRETHREN: Grace, mercy and peace from God 
the Father and from our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Preserved by a kind providence, it is our blessed privilege again to convene 
in Synodical assembly. It becomes us to call upon our souls and all that is 
within us to bless and magnify the name of the Lord, for his mercy endureth 
forever. Another year is past, with its joys and sorrows, with its labors and 
toils, with its battles fought and victories won. 

Through the mercy of God, whose we are, and whom we serve, we are as- 
sembled in this the Thirteenth Annual Convention of the Nebraska Synod. 
Humbly would we acknowledge the goodness and loving kindness of our 
Heavenly Father for the blessings bestowed upon us, both of a temporal and 
spiritual nature. 

During the year past our ranks have not been left unbroken. In February 
last I was informed of the sad departure of one of our licentiates, Rev. A 
Sandberg, who had taken charge of our work at Kearney. With this excep- 
tion, the brethren have enjoyed a reasonable degree of health, and the work 
of the Lord has prospered in our hands.

CHARGES PREFERRED. 

On the 11th of December, 1884, I received a communication from Rev. J. 
W. Kimmel, which contained charges of drunkenness against Rev. J. H. 
Dirks. The same week I received a note from Rev. Dirks, stating that he 
considered himself no longer a member of the Nebraska Synod. I notified 
Rev. Dirks: 

1. That it was neither in his nor in my power to dissolve his Synodical re- 
lation, that it was formed by the Synod, and could only be dissolved by the 
same body. 

2. That charges were preferred against him for drunkenness, and that I was 
compelled, according to the government of our church, to suspend him from 
the performance of all ministerial functions. 

I heard nothing more from Rev. Dirks personally. 

This brother being a member of the German Conference, I called the atten- 
tion of the President of the same to these facts, sending him the charges, and 
telling him to proceed in the matter according to our church government. 
Nothing definite was done. As the time for the meeting of the German Con- 
ference drew near, I notified all the members of the Conference and all par- 
ties concerned, that the case should be examined by that body and acted upon 
as the Formula of the Church prescribes. The action of that body will be pre- 
sented to this Synod. 

Inasmuch as no decisive action was taken, I again duly notified all the par- 
ties that the cate would come up before this body, and that they should ap- 
pear. Hence the matter is now before you,brethren. To the honor of God 
and the good of the church do as seemeth to you good.

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Report of Committee No. 3—On Minutes of Last Year. 

Committee No. 3 respectfully report that the proceedings of last year’s con- 
vention of this body present the following items of unfinished business claim. 
ing attention : 

1. On page 16 it is stated that certain pledges were made on behalf of the 
Woman's Memorial church at Freeport, {llinois. It is proper to inquire 
whether these pledges have been redeemed. (Ans. Yes.) 

2. On page 16 is recorded an appeal of the Woman's Home and Foreign 
Missionagy Society of the Nebraska Synod to secure the organization of Aux- 
iliary Societies in all congregations of the Synod in which no such Societies 
then existed. As the presentation of this appeal was followed by a unanimous 
agreement of the pastors concerned to organize such Auxiliary Societies wher- 
ever possible, it would be interesting to Synod to learn how far these efforts 
have been successful. (Ans. Not many have been organized.) ug 

3. By resolution recorded on page 23, it is made the duty of every pastor 
serving a congregation not in connection with this Synod, at the first congre- 
gational meeting held after the last Synodical Convention, to present to the 
congregation the question of its union with Synod, and to see that a vote be 
taken on this question. It is proper now to inquire if this resolution has been 
complied with. (Ans. Ves.) 

4. It appears on page 26, that a committee was appointed to have this 
Synod incorporated ; and on page 32 it appears that this committee reported to 
Synod articles of incorporation, which were adopted. It is proper to inquire 
whether these articles of incorporation have been filed with the Secretary of 
State as the law requires. (Ans. Not recorded.) 

5. As temperance and the sanctity of the Lord's day are ever living ques- 
tions of vital interest and importance, your Committee recommends that Synod 
re · affirm her testimony on these subjects as recorded on pages 27 and 28 of last 
year’s Convention, and earnestly enjoin her pastors to a faithful adherence to 
that testimony, and to preach on said subjects at least once during this year. 

6. A delegate was appointed to the State Sunday-school Association, as 
appears on page 29. The Synod will be interested in receiving the delegate’s 
report. (Association was reported interesting.) 

7. On the same page it appears that a committee was appointed with in- 
structions to arrange for the meeting of a Lutheran Sunday school Convention 
in Nebraska. It will be proper for this committee to report. (Report nothing 
done. ) 

8. On page 32 resolutions are recorded relative to education, and a com- 
mittee appointed to correspond with the officers of lowa and Kansas Synod. 
Has this committee taken action? (Ans. Yes.) 

9. On page 35, it is stated that the delegates to the General Synod were 
instructed to prepare a suitable memorial to that body relative to the appoint- 
ment of a Board of Education. 

It is presumed that the delegates to the General Synod will embody the 
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result of thisaction in their report of the proceedings of that body. (Duty was 
discharged. ) 

10. On page 37, it is stated that a committee was appointed to revise the 
Constitution of this Synod and present the same for publication at this meet 
ing. Is the committee prepared to report as directed ? (Reported progress.) 

11. On page 37, it is recorded that Bro. Grénmiller gather all historical 
statistics of Synod and report at this meeting. Is the report ready? (Not ready.)

Report of Delegates to the General Synod. 

The following report was made by Rev. J. S. Detweiler, 
Chairman of the Nebraska delegation to General Synod : 

Your representatives to the Thirty-second Convention of the General Synod 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Church in the United States would respectfully 
report that eight members of the delegation were in attendance upon the 
Convention. 

To present even a synopsis of this very harmonious and important Christian 
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gathering would demand more time than is usually allotted to reports of this 
kind; hence we cannot give more than a mere outline of the proceedings. 
Without any reference to their chronological order, we call your attention to 
the following : 

Boards.—The Boards of the Church have so generously supplied our con- 
gregations with full printed reports, that we will not take up your valuable time 
by detailing these reports. The reports of the Treasurer show a gratifying 
increase in contributions, giving evidence that Missions, Church Extension and 
Publication interests are more and more engaging the affections of our people. 
The General Synod was so well satisfied with the skillful and economical 
management of the trust committed to the several Boards and their Secretaries, 
that in every instance resolutions of thanks and commendation were unani- 
mously adopted. 

State of the Church.—The Committee on the State of the Church presented 
some interesting facts in their report, some of which we mention in brief: 

1. The progress made by the General Synod in the number of communi- 
cants; for 17 years the average annual gain is 3,137. 

2. The progress in contributions. The benevolent contributions reported at 
this meeting of General Synod show an average increase of 470 per cent. over 
the contributions reported in 1868. Contributions to one of the Boards show 
the remarkable increase of 6721 per cent. 

3. The spirit of Christian unity and the harmony of Christian purpose which 
prevails throughout the Church and in all of its Synodical Conventions. 

4. The interest and success with which the whole Church is coming for- 
ward in the capacity of a teacher of the children in our Sunday-schools, now 
numbering a membership of 170,000. 

5. There is a growing interest on the part of the ministry to gather the chil- 
dren of our families into catechetical classes, in order to instruct them in the 
doctrines of the Lutheran Church, and early win them to the Saviour. 

Apportionment.—lt was resolved that the yearly amounts to be given to the 
respective Boards for the next two years, beginning April 1, 1886, and ending 
March 31, 1888, be as follows: $30,000 per year to the Foreign Mission Board; 
$30,000 to the Home Mission Board; $25,000 to the Church Extension 
Board. In accordance with this resolution, it was further resolved that the 
District Synods be requested at their first meeting after the adjournment of the 
General Synod to apportion for their congregations on the basis of the amounts 
asked for at the preceding General Synod. The Synod of Nebraska is asked to 
raise annually for two years from April 1, 1886, to March 31, 1888, for Home 
Missions, $462.00; for Foreign Missions, $462.00; for Church Extensivn, 
$400.00; for General Synod Treasury, $27.00. 

Orphanages and Homes.—The report of the Board of Directors of Tressler 
Orphans’ Home exhibited progress. Increased accommodations are now 
provided for many worthy applicants. The increase of orphans to be cared 
for calls for proportionately larger contributions, and it was suggested by the , 
Board that this object be specially presented to the children of the church in 
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our Sunday-schools, and their contributions asked. It was also requested that 
the Synods more generally send Trustees to the Board of this Institution, and 
also send donations for its support. 

The report of the German Orphan Board, outlining a more general care for 
orphans, was adopted. This Board contemplates a number of orphanages, to 
be known as “ mission centres. Preparatory steps have already been taken 
at Syracuse, N. Y., and Chicago, Ill. For the present the field covering our 
Synodical territory is temporarily in charge of Rev. J. G. Grénmiller. 

Another good work proposed isthe care of the aged and infirm. A “ Home” 
for aged ministers is already projected. And that this work may be more 
general, a committee was appointed to take into consideration the founding of 
an asylum or home for the aged and infirm ; said committee is expected to 
present the result of its deliberations to each individual Synod, so that if possi- 
ble final action may be had at the next meeting of the General Synod. 

Pastors’ Fund Society. —The report presented by the Treasurer of the Pas- 
tors’ Fund Society elicited discussion concerning the fact that the good work 
of this Society is not fully appreciated, and that there is urgent necessity for each 
District Synod to take greater interest and encourage contributions to this Fund. 
Education.—The report of the Committee on Literary and Theological In- 
stitutions was encouraging. Gratification was expressed at the success that 
has attended the efforts of the friends of liberal education in our church, but 
there is still need for further co-operation of all our pastors with existing in- 
stitutions. We are happy to state that a Board of Education was appointed 
for the purpose of advancing our educational interests, especially in the West. 
Under this head the need of more men for the ministry was vigorously dis- 
cussed, showing that the church is awakening to the urgent need of a larger 
ministry. 

Common Service Book.—lIt is a matter of rejoicing that the report of the 
Committee on Common Service Book was adopted unanimously. We have 
reason to hope that the progress thus far made gives assurance that the time 
is not far distant when there will be an accepted order of service for all Eng- 

W. H.and F. M. S.—Resolutions were passed, endorsing and commending 
the efficient work of the Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary Society; 
that results have exceeded the most sanguine expectations, and the Society has 
proven itself worthy of the encouragement and co-operation of every minister 
of the General Synod. 

A. Z. L. I. M. S. — The American Evangelical Lutheran Immigrant Mis- 
sionary Society was favorably noticed in a series of pertinent resolutions, and 
recommended to the favor of all our Synods, pastors and congregations. 

V. M. C. A.—The Young Men's Christian Association was commended for 
its great work, and our ministers and churches urged to do what they can to 
maintain it in its legitimate field of labor, and to co-operate with it in the im- 
portant and special work in which it is engaged. 

Sabbath and Temperance-—Resolutions were adopted wherein Synod re- 
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affirmed its belief in the divine authority of the Christian Sabbath as a day ot 
sacred rest and religious instruction and worship of Almighty God. By reso- 
lution it was also by this, as by former conventions of General Synod, declared 
that our Church is ever in sympathy with every lawful and proper method in 
arresting and destroying the curse of intemperance and the traffic in strong drink. 

Deaconesses.—The question of the establishment within our Church of an 
Order of Deaconesses was referred to a special committee, which shall report 
at the next meeting of the General Synod. 

Appeals.—It was recommended to our people and churches to receive into 
their confidence and make recipients of their benefactions only such appeals 
as are endorsed by the authority of the Synod within whose bounds the ob- 
ject for which aid is asked is located. And it was further recommended that 
all such appeals for churches and institutions not belonging to us shall not 
only have the endorsement of their own Synodical bodies, but shall also have 
the official approval and recommendation of the President of the district 
Synod within whose bounds the appeal is proposed to be made. 

Statistics.—That there may be a fuller and more nearly correct compilation 
of statistics, a Statistical Secretary was appointed to take charge of this work. 
In accordance with the authority given by the resolutions, a uniform blank 
has been prepared, and is now offered for the adoption of this Synod, as it 
will no doubt be adopted by all the district Synods. 

Fraternal Correspondence —Delegates trom a number of prominent de- 
nominations of the land were present, with the fraternal greetings of the bodies 
represented. In each case there was a cordial reception and a hearty response 
by the President. Delegates were also appointed by us to carry our fraternal 
greetings to others; and in this way was re-affirmed the liberal and catholic 
spirit of the General Synod towards all other evangelical churches. 

Harmony.—We cannot close this report without giving expression to the 
heartiness and zeal with which the business of the General Synod was attended 
to by the delegates. The attendance upon the meetings was prompt, punctual 
and regular. Perfect harmony prevailed throughout the entire meeting. 
There was enjoyed true fellowship and unity of spirit, making our Convention 
truly a “ holy convocation.” 

Next Convention.—General Synod adjourned to meet in Thirty-third Con- 
vention at Omaha, Neb., on the first Wednesday after Whitsunday, A. D., 
1887. We recommend that the proposed meeting within our borders be a 
matter of frequent mention from the pulpit, and that the prayers be frequent 
and fervent for the outpouring of the Holy Spirit, so that the coming of the 
General Synod to Nebraska will bring a great blessing to every church in 
our Synod, and lead to the organization of many new ones; and above all be 
a means of revival to all our people. J. S. DETWEILER,

Report of the Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary Society. 


The following report was presented to Synod from the Wom- 
an's Home and Foreign Missionary Society, and adopted. 

As required by the Constitution of our Women’s Missionary Society of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska, I beg leave to report to the Synod 
briefly as follows : 

1. We have just closed our annual convention held at Lincoln, on the 23d 
and 24th of September, 1885. At this we had a very gratifying attendance, 
and all considered the meeting most enjoyable and profitable. 

2. It was not only stated officially at our meeting, but it was conclusively 
established, that the Women's Missionary Society in Nebraska has a body, 
and lives and moves and has a being. 

3. The number of auxiliary societies reported is 15; the number of active 
members reported is 245; the amount of money received by the Treasurer 
during the year was $249.26. This is already far out on its mission of good. 

4. We are very grateful for what we are thus able to report, but we are by 
no means satisfied with ourselves. We want thirty auxiliary societies, and we 
want many more active members, and, of course, we want much more money. 

5. We appreciate the difficulties which are in the way of organizing socie- 
ties in some of our congregations, and our profound sympathies go out to the 
pastors who have endeavored to secure organizations without perfect success, 
but we beg them to persevere in the good work. 

6. We would urge the good women of our Nebraska churches, who have 
not yet done so, to organize missionary societies, if it be at all possible—both 
German and English. If you can send only a single dollar each quarter to 
our Treasurer, be assured that you will be received most gladly.

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Report of Advisory Board of Home Missions. 

Dear BRETHREN: In making this report we scarcely know what to pre- 
sent that will be of value to this body, and that will result to the good of the 
Church at large. The consideration of our mission feld is one of the most 
important matters that should claim the attention of this body. 

We would beg leave to present the following : 

THE MISSIONS OF OUR SYNOD. 

1. Auburn and Stella.—Our missions at these places, under the care of Rev. 
J. W. Kimmel, is in a thrifty and prosperous condition. During the year a 
church was built at Auburn, and, through the energy and activity of the mis- 
sionary, it is free of debt. Not only have they prospered materially, but the 
spiritual work of the mission has not been neglected. A number has been 
gathered into the churches, and the work of the Lord has prospered in their 
hands. 

2. Beatrice.—This mission has been engaged in the erecting of a house of 
worship. Soon they will be able to dedicate a very beautiful church. ‘The 
want of a house of their own has been a drawback to their growth and pros- 
perity, as it always is. The missionary is earnest in his labors, and the work, 
by God's blessing, will succeed. The English Conference held a very inter- 
esting meeting at this place. 

3. Denver, Fueblo, etc.—Certainly our borders have been extended, and 
our cords have been lengthened. Bro. Hansen, who came into our midst 
during the year, reached out to the Rockies. Work is being done by him 
among our Scandinavian brethren. He is serving at present several points, 
each of which, according to reports, should have a pastor of its on. This is 
indeed an encouraging feature of our work, and it should call forth from every 
one of us greater energy, zeal and devotion for Gods work. 

4 Hastings.—Our mission at this place is still vacant. How much of an 
English interest we have there we do not know. Inasmuch as we have a 
church building at this place, it is well for us that we do all we can to supply 
that point. Our German interests are cared for by Rev. II. Siekman. 

5. Xcarncy.—This mission, dedicated last December, is a beautiful house 
of worship. ‘The time of dedication was very unfavorable, both as concerning 
the weather and finances. Other circumstances were also against it; so that 
the church was dedicated with quite a large debt remaining. This has been 
a hindrance to the work, and a source of trouble to some of the brethren, 
but especially to Brother Barnitz, our devoted Western Secretary. The finan- 
cial affairs are now in better condition. The fact that the mission was vacant 
some time, and the sad departure of one of its pastors, worked by no means to 
its good. Brother Nielsen, a licentiate of this Synod, has been serving them 
very acceptably. We wish them a bnght and prosperous future. 

6. Lennox, Dakota.—This mission passed through a great trial during the 
year. Things were by no means encouraging for some time. We are happy 
to report, however, that matters have changed lately, and we hope the future 


„ may bring forth good results. 
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7. Lincoin.— Unfortunately this mission was vacant nearly during the en- 
tire year. To the credit of the noble band composing this mission, strenu - 
ous efforts were made to have the pulpit filled as often as possible. Rev. I. 
L. Lipe took charge of the work there recently. There is a great field open 
for us, and we have faith in its leader and the membership, that they will do 
the work God has assigned them to do. 

8. Laramie, Wyo.—This is a new point. During the year the frst Luth- 
eran church was built in this Territory. The mission has had remarkable 
success. The work was commenced last January, and the progress made and 
the work done have been simply surprising. Rev. F. M. Andreason has 
charge of the mission. This brother is pre-eminently a missionary. May God 
richly bless them in their future work. 

9. North Hatte. Dur knowledge of this point is limited. From the facts 
that have come before us, we gather that it is an important point. The mis- 
sion has been vacant ever since last spring, and is still vacant. This is a very 
sad feature. What thie prospects are to have this point supplied with regular 
preaching we are not able to say. The committee have not been asked for 
anything. The mission was visited several times by the Western Secretary, 
and also by the A. B.C. Club. We hope and pray that it may soon be 
supplied. 

10. Ohiowa.—We have no special facts on hand from this mission. From 
what we know of the earnestness, devotion, self-denial, and consecration of 
its missionary, we are sure that it is well cared for spiritually. We are happy 
to hear that this Mission needs no more the help of the Board. 

11. Rising City—This mission is also engage! in building. It was our 
privilege to be present at the laying of the corner-stone. They are erecting a 
neat and very substantial building. The work is pressed forward with energy 
and vigor by the missionary. Bro. Pugh is serving and looking after other 
points besides the one in the town. 

12. K. — This is not a mission in the sense of the former places, but it is 
mission territory. Bro. Shultz has been serving this congregation. The 
great need for this place is a man who is able to speak both English and Ger- 
man, which, we are sorry to say, Bro. Shultz can not do. With such a man 
we might expect good results in the future. 

13. Zehamah.—This mission is composed of two churches. It is in a 
healthy and prosperous condition. The time is no doubt fast approaching 
when aid from the Board will no more be needed. 

14. Wayne.—Although our missionary at this place was somewhat despon- 
dent one year ago, in reference to the completion of their church, yet we are 
happy to say that this has been done, and this house has been dedicated. We 
are sorry that the mission is to become vacant soon, but hope that it may be 
supplied. 

15. West Point and Oakland.—These two places have been served for 
some time by one man. Bro. Gearhart resigned the Mission last spring. The 
vacancy was soon filled by Rev. G. W. Spiggle. His ministry at these places 
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has been a great success. A church was built at West Point, and from all we 
can learn, the mission is in a very prosperous condition. We are only too 
sorry to know that Bro. Spiggle is compelled, on account of the health of his 
wife, to leave our State and go back to Virginia. May the Lord of the har- 
vest soon send a laborer into this field. 

16. Waverly.— Your Committee has heard nothing special from this field. 
Bro. Melick has been at his post, and has, no doubt, faithfully discharged his 
duties. 

17. York Co. Charge.—As the name implies, this is a large field; it is an 
important field. It is now vacant for one year. We are very sorry that this 
point has no regular pastor. The people have not been without the preaching 
of the Word, but they have had no pastoral care, which they very much need. 
A number of the brethren of the English Conference have been giving them 
a Sunday out of every month. Efforts have been made to secure the services 
of a pastor regularly, but without success to the present. This has discour- 
aged the people greatly. We hope and earnestly pray that something can be 
done soon. 

These are what we may call our regular missions. 


OTHER POINTS TO BE OCCUPIED. 

The field which is before us is simply marvelously great. New points are 
opening up to us constantly, and if we are ready to enter, the work is ready 
for us, the harvest is white. I will simply mention a few places where we 
should now be to do our work. : 

Cheyenne Co.—We have already a number of our own people in this county, 
and now is the time to occupy. 

David City, Stromsburg, York, Falls City—In all these places our people 
are found, and they wait for our care. 

Omaha should have one or two missions established without delay. We 
can count our own people by the thousands in this great city. They may not 
want our care, but God has laid them upon our hands, and they should rest 
heavily upon our hearts. 

We would simply say here, in reference to our field, that it is not only 
where those of our own household of faith are found, but wherever we find 
men, women, ond children uncared for spiritually, there is our field. Nor do 
we want, to go where people are supplied. We have neither time, money, nor 
men to waste, but we are here to supply real wants. May God help us to 
realize our mission, and may we be willing to do it. 

OUR MISSIONARIES. 

Our missionaries, with very few exceptions, have worked grandly and nobly. 
The year that is past has been a prosperous one. The self-denial and hard- 
ships have been few, but these are the luxuries of divine life. Thus we follow 
the Master closely. 

OUR NEED. 
Our needs are many in a field of such importance, but there is one thing we 
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need, and need very much, and that is a man, no matter what he may be called, 
who could go up and down in this great field, viewing the great harvest, and 
cutting the grain where it is most needed. Something ought to be done by 
this body to accomplish this end. May God help us to do our duty.

2. That A. Hagenstein and K. J. Starner be licensed for one year, with 
special instructions to observe during their coming year of probation, all the 
requirements of our Formula of Government in relation to licentiates.

12, of For- 
mula of Church Government, and that his name be stricken from the list of our 
Rev. C. F. J. Kaiser, and his matters, were referred to Presi- 
dent of Synod.
